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Carta de asesino consterna a EE.UU.

Washington (EFE) — La cons- 
ternación sacudió una vez más a la 
sociedad de Estados Unidos, luego 
de que se difundió que el asesino de 
la Universidad Tecnológica de Vir- 
ginia se dio tiempo para explicar por 
correo las razones que lo llevaron a 
matar a 32 personas y suicidarse, el 
lunes de esta semana. 

El dolor y la consternación 
también han dado paso a una ola de 
alarma y miedo que se ha extendido 
a todo el país. 

Cho-Seung-Hui, un estudiante 
surcoreano de 23 años, mató a dos 
personas en los dormitorios de esa 
universidad el pasado lunes y dos 
horas después dio muerte a 30 más 
en un edificio de aulas del mismo 
claustro educativo. 

Entre uno y otro incidente 
acudió a una oficina de correo de 
la localidad de Blacksburg y envió 
un paquete a la cadena NBC News 
con fotografías, vídeos en que se 
muestra armado y un manifiesto 
en el que evidencia su odio hacia 
las autoridades universitarias y a la 
sociedad estadounidense. 

Esas imágenes se difundieron 
en internet y en los canales de tele- 
visión del país, profundizando el 
impacto que causó la masacre, la 
más grave de este tipo en la historia 
de EE.UU. 

“Tuvieron miles de millones 
de oportunidades y formas de haber 
evitado esto”, señala Cho.

When Mike Honda was just one credit shy of 
graduating from San Jose State University, he joined 
the Peace Corps, and it changed his life. Speaking 
at the President’s Speaker Series to an assembly of 
Evergreen Valley College students and faculty last 
Wednesday, April 11, Honda revealed how he became 
fluent in Spanish while serving with the Peace Corps 
in El Salvador and how this skill allowed him access 
and opportunity to contribute in ways he had never 
imagined. 

Honda asked how many in the audience spoke 
another language, and half the hands went up. “That’s 
what this country is about... My father used to say 
Cada cabeza es un mundo, which means ‘every mind 
is a world,”” Honda said, underlining the notion that 
the more someone can communicate in another lan- 
guage, the more they can experience that world. He 
urged Evergreen Valley College students to nurture 
and learn their cultures’ languages, saying that they 
would be able to use that skill to engage more people. 
“You are the expert of your own experience,” Honda 
told the crowd. 

He went on to encourage students to contribute 
to politics using that varied experience, as he had. 
“Government can make mistakes depending on 
its political leadership, and it’s up to us to right its 
wrongs,” Honda said. As an example, he described 
his 10-year struggle to pass bill HR442, a formal 
apology by the US Government to all citizens who 
were interned and/or extradited during World War II, 
including Japanese-Americans, German-Americans 
and Italian-Americans. 

Acknowledging two previous lecturers in the 
college’s President Speaker Series, Luis Valdez and 
Tommy Smith, Honda explained how they also had 
helped right wrongs. Valdez's fervent belief in social 
justice led him to lobby for farm workers while Smith 
protested inequities within the United States while at 
the US Olympics despite public outcry. 

Asked whether he would consider a gubernato-

rial bid, Honda smiled and said, “I've got more days 
behind me than ahead of me. I’ve gotta prepare the 
way for you.” Despite blemishes, Honda believes 
the U.S. is still the best country to live in, and young 
people should keep working to make it better. “With 
oversight and refocusing of resources, we can move 
our country in a positive direction.”

Cho también se refiere a “már- 
tires como Erick y Dylan”, los dos 
estudiantes (Eric Harris y Dylan 
Klebold) que el 20 de abril de 
1999 ingresaron en su escuela de 
Columbine (Colorado) y mataron a 
doce estudiantes y un profesor y que 
después se quitaron la vida. 

Hasta entonces, esa había sido 
la peor masacre escolar en la historia 
del país. 

El paquete confirma las hipóte- 
sis policiales de que Cho actuó solo, 
ya que explicó sus motivaciones y 
dilucidó uno de los misterios que 
las autoridades no habían podido 
resolver: ¿dónde estuvo entre uno 
y otro incidente? 

Según NBC, Cho envió el pa- 
quete para entrega al día siguiente, 
pero sólo se recibió debido a que 
equivocó el código postal de la ca- 
dena de televisión en Nueva York. 

Según las autoridades, tempra- 
no en la mañana se recibió una de- 
nuncia de actividades sospechosas 
que resultó ser una falsa alarma. 

Entre tanto, en el Cólegio de 
Derecho Hastings de la Universidad 
de California centenares de estu- 
diantes fueron evacuados luego de 
que se recibió una amenaza a través 
de internet. 

Según fuentes académicas, se 
trató de una broma de mal gusto, 
pero en vista de lo sucedido se or- 
denó la suspensión de la jornada. 

Paralelamente, ocho edificios 


de la Universidad de Minnesota 
fueron evacuados tras una amenaza 
de bomba que también obligó a can- 
celar las actividades del día. 

En Columbia, Missouri, dos 
escuelas fueron cerradas tras un 
tiroteo entre los ocupantes de dos 
automóviles que se desplazaban en 
las cercanías. 

Por su parte, medios de infor- 
mación en Los Ángeles (California) 
dijeron que en la escuela secundaria 
de Murrieta, a 70 kilómetros de la 
ciudad, aparecieron pintados en las 
paredes anuncios de muerte para 
los alumnos el pasado viernes, día 
en el que se conmemora el octavo 
aniversario de la matanza de Col- 
umbine. 

En la Universidad estatal de 
San Diego (California), la policía 
fue puesta en alerta tras recibir 
amenazas de que se llevaría a cabo 
un hecho semejante a la matanza 
de la Universidad Tecnológica de 
Virginia. : 

Según los medios de infor- 
mación locales, también se reci- 
bieron amenazas similares en la 
zona de Denver (Colorado) y en la 
localidad de Lawrenceville (Nueva 
Jersey). 

En esta última localidad un es- 
tudiante fue arrestado tras asomarse 
a una ventana del establecimiento 
blandiendo lo que pareció ser un

Sacramento (EFE) — Dos 
propuestas de ley para ofrecer in- 
demnizaciones monetarias e incluir 
la historia de la miles de personas 
que fueron repatriadas a México 
durante la Gran Depresión en libros 
de texto escolares serán discutidas 
en el Senado. 

Las medidas SB 551 y SB 552 
del senador demócrata de Los Ánge- 
les Gil Cedillo son la continuación 
de las presentadas en años anteriores 
por los ex-senadores Joe Dunn y 
Martha Escutia, que pedían al estado 
reparar las pérdidas que miles de 
personas sufrieron al ser repatriadas 
a México en los años treinta. 

La SB 551 propone establecer 
una junta directiva, nombrada por 
el Gobernador y aprobada por el 
Legislativo, para investigar los ca- 
sos de deportación, o repatriación, 
analizar la información y determinar 
si es que existe evidencia suficiente 
para ofrecer remuneraciones a los 
sobrevivientes.Los familiares de 
los repatriados no serían incluidos 
en esas remuneraciones. 

Así mismo, la SB 552 incluiría 
el tema de las repatriaciones en los 
libros de texto de ciencias sociales 
para estudiantes de secundaria en 
California.

Hace dos años, el Gobernador 
de California, Arnold Schwarzene- 
gger, firmó una ley a través de la 
cual California formalmente pidió 
disculpas por las repatriaciones, 
muchas de ellas forzadas, pero vetó 
propuestas similares de remunera- 
ciones. 

Emil Cervantes, uno de los 
sobrevivientes de las repatriaciones, 
manifestó que espera que el manda- 
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tario cambie de parecer. Cervantes 
era tan sólo un bebé cuando él y 
sus padres fueron deportados a 
México en 1930, a pesar de que sus 
progenitores habían sido criados en 
California. 

Cervantes nació en California 
y era ciudadano estadounidense. 
Sin embargo, no pudo regresar a 
EE.UU. hasta que cumplió los 16 
años. “Yo perdí muchas cosas, y 
lo que más me duele, es el que este 
país me haya negado un derecho 
a recibir una buena educación y 
más oportunidades, pero gracias a 
Dios, pude salir adelante”, agregó 
Cervantes, ahora de 76 años. 

Francisco Estrada, represen- 
tante del Fondo Méxicoamericano 
para la Defensa Legal y Educación 
(MALDEF), dijo que las medidas 
están basadas en la remuneracio- 
nes de 20,000 dólares en 1988 que 
recibieron los japoneses-america- 
nos que fueron repatriados, o que 
estuvieron detenidos en campos de 
concentración, durante la Segunda 
Guerra Mundial. 

Estrada agregó que por ahora, 
el número de sobrevivientes se 
desconoce. Tampoco se sabe con 
certeza cuántos pudieron regresar, 
como Cervantes y su familia. 

El Programa de Repatriación 
de la Gran Depresión, iniciado 
bajo la administración del Presi- 
dente Herbert Hoover, tuvo como 
propósito deportar a los inmigrantes 
indocumentados, para reservar los 
puestos de trabajo para los estado- 
unidenses. Sin embargo, un 70% 
de los deportados eran residentes 
legales e, inclusive, ciudadanos, 
como el caso de Cervantes. 

Las redadas se llevaron a cabo 
en toda la nación, pero se concen- 
traron mayormente en los estados de 
California, Texas, y Michigan.

El joven peruano era Daniel 
Pérez Cueva, de 21 años y estudiante 
de último semestre de Relaciones 
Internacionales. Pérez Cueva fue 
alumno de la Universidad de Miami 
antes de ingresar a la Tecnológica 
y esperaba, realizar sus prácticas 
en Francia.

Recientemente algunos me- 
dios de comunicación han dado a 
conocer información sobre algunos 
operativos de aseguramiento de 
personas indocumentadas. Por eso 
ahora le damos nuestro consejo. 

Durante un arresto o de- 
tención en su casa o en un lugar 
público: 

En su casa: por ningún motivo 
deje entrar a un agente de inmi- 
gración o cualquier agente policíaco 
a su casa o apartamento si no tiene 
una orden de arresto expedida por 
una corte judicial Arrest Warrant y 
una orden de cateo Search Warrant. 
Si no las tienen, entonces necesitan 
de la autorización de usted mismo 
para entrar a su casa. Dígales que le 
muestren esas órdenes por debajo 
de la puerta. 

Dichas órdenes deben con- 
tener los nombres de las personas 
que los agentes están buscando y 
la autorización para que los agen- 
tes ingresen a su domicilio, debe 
estar firmadas por una autoridad 
judicial. 

Usted puede negarse a abrir la 
puerta si los agentes no tienen esas 
órdenes. Si su nombre o el de la per- 
sonas que viven con usted no apare- 
cen en dicho documento, infórmelo 
al oficial sin abrir la puerta.

Detectar el autismo puede ayudar a 
desarrollar una mejor terapia 


El autismo es un trastorno que afecta a miles de niños y adultos en 
EE.UU. y que si bien no tiene cura, detectarlo en una etapa temprana, puede 
ayudarle a desarrollar una terapia más efectiva. En abril se celebra el “Mes 
Nacional de la Concienciación sobre el Autismo” que busca sensibilizar a 
la sociedad sobre esta enfermedad que afecta a aproximadamente un mi- 
llón y medio de estadounidenses, de acuerdo con la Sociedad Americana 
de Autismo (ASA). 

El autismo afecta el desarrollo normal del cerebro en áreas relacionadas 
con la interacción social y las habilidades comunicativas y generalmente 
se manifiesta durante los primeros tres años de vida, según los Centros de 
Control de Enfermedades de EE.UU. (CDC), con sede en Atlanta. 

Según un reciente informe de los CDC, 1 de cada 150 niños en los 
EE.UU. sufre de un trastorno del espectro autista (ASD, por sus siglas en 
inglés) y es cuatro veces más frecuente en los niños que en las niñas. 

Actualmente, diversas investigaciones estudian la relación del autismo 
con la genética, problemas hereditarios y complicaciones médicas, entre 
Otros. 

Los síntomas pueden variar en intensidad, aunque en muchos casos 
implica mayor dificultad para relacionarse con otras personas y expresar sus 
necesidades, resistencia a cambios de rutina, poco o ningún contacto visual, 
indiferencia a métodos ordinarios de enseñanza y Ecolalia (la repetición 
de palabras y frases), entre otros. 

Descubrir que un hijo tiene autismo puede ser una experiencia abru- 
madora para muchos padres, no obstante los expertos coinciden en que es 
importante hacer un diagnóstico preciso y distinguir a tiempo el autismo de 
otras condiciones, para desarrollar programas de educación y tratamiento 
apropiados. 

A través de la página de Internet de ASA (http://www.autismsource. 
org/) las familias de menores autistas pueden informarse sobre los recursos 
con que cuentan para ayudar a sus hijos a desarrollarse. 

De acuerdo con ASA, la Ley Educativa de Individuos con Discapa- 
cidades (IDEA, por sus siglas en inglés) garantiza la educación pública 
gratuita y apropiada para su edad, habilidad y nivel de desarrollo para todo 
niño con discapacidad. 

Los menores con discapacidades pueden ser elegibles para asistencia 
financiera del Seguro Social, conocido como Ingreso de Seguro Suplementa- 
rio (SSI), en caso de que la familia cumpla con ciertos requisitos. Para saber 
si califica para este subsidio, debe comunicarse con la Administración de 
Seguro Social a nivel nacional (1-800-772-1213). Así mismo, el programa 
de Medicare también brinda cobertura médica básica a las familias que 
cumplen con ciertos requisitos. EFE
